Local Legislators Approve Policy On AIDS In

Luverne, a community less than 
30 miles from Elba, was Alabama's 
first reported case of a public school 
student infected with the AIDS virus. 
Since there is no statewide policy on 
AIDS in public schools, the case was 
handled locally by school officials 
and the student was voluntarily 
withdrawn from school. 

Two state legislators who rep- 
resent Elba said Thursday they favor 
a statewide policy concerning AIDS 
in public schools. 

Sen. Sam Foshee, D-Andalusia, 
said that although there has not been 
any AIDS cases in his district, the 
State Board should set a policy now 
and not case by case. 

Rep. Jimmy Holley, D-Elba, said 


there should be some sort of 
precedent, not 126 individual 
policies. 

According to Charles Coody, 


general counsel of Education, there 
is not a definite statewide policy for 
AIDS because of a decision by the 
Board. 

“The Board felt that AIDS should 
be handled by each individual case 
and that developing a general policy 
may not be applicable to each 
victim's situation,’ Coody said. 

Coody also said there was a state 
statute that covers the handling of a 
child with a communicable disease, 
but the legislators feel that AIDS 
differs from other communicable 
diseases because of its transmission. 

Luther Mitchell, a spokesman for 
the state Board, said just because 
there is not a statewide policy, it

ANSWERS TO YOUR BIBLE QUESTIONS 


QUESTION: 
WHAT MUST 
IDOTO 
BE SAVED? 


Bob Prichard 


‘‘What must I do to be saved?”’ is a very important question. Each 
one of us will one day stand before the judgment seat of Christ, and 
each one of us is responsible for obeying the Lord, Salvation hes two 
parts - God's part, and man’s part. ‘‘For God so loved the world, that 
he gave his only begotten Son, that whosoever believeth in him should 
not perish, but should have everlasting life’’ (John 3:16). 

God, because of His great love for mankind, has done his part in 
sending Christ to die for the sins of men. Paul calls this ‘‘grace,”’ a gift 
of God, in Ephesians 2:8, ‘‘For by grace are ye saved through faith 
and that not of yourselves: it is the gift of God."’ Paul reminds us that 
#rcdviuivl Save ourselves, and must rely on the grace of God, ‘‘through 
faith.’ '‘Through faith’’ means that man must also do his part. Even a 
gift must be received before one can benefit from it. 

To find what man’s part in the plan of salvation involves, one must 
go to the right place, the book of Acts, where the examples of 
conversion are recorded. There are eight specific accounts of 
conversion in Acts: the conversion of the Jews on Pentecost, chapter 2; 
the Samaritans, chapter 8; the Ethiopian eunuch, chapter 8; Saul of 
Tarsus, chapters 9 and 22; Cornelius, chapter 10; Lydia, chapter 16; 
the Philippian jailer, chapter 16; and the Corinthians, chapter 18, In 
each example, certain common actions, or steps of obedience, were 
taken by those who became Christians. 

Upon hearing the pure gospel message, each believed in Jesus as 
the Son of God, Though not explicityly stated each time, it is implied, 
such as when the Jews at Pentecost, having heard the message, ‘were 
pricked in their heart, and said unto Peter and to the rest of the 
apostles, Men and brethren, what shall we do?"’ (Acts 2:37), Their 
question, ‘‘what shall we do?’’ showed that they believed the message, 
but realized they needed to do more than just ‘‘believe’’ to be saved. 
As James writes, ‘'Ye see then how that by works is a man justified, 
and not by faith only'’ (James 2:24). ; 

Following their confession of faith in Christ, the Jews at Pentecost 
were told to ‘repent and be baptized, every one of you in the name of 
Jesus Christ, for the remission of sins’’ (Acts 2:38). Thus repentance 
must accompany faith in Christ. One must also confess Christ, as the 
Ethiopian, because Christ will not confess us, unless we are willing to 
confess Him. 

Also necessary for salvation, as shown in every conversion account, 
is baptism, Every account explicitly shows baptism as necessary for 
obeying Christ. Hearing the gospel message, believing in Christ, 
repenting of past sins, confessing Christ, and being baptized into 
Christ makes one a Christian, and brings salvation, Then one must 
serve the Lord faithfully. ;

Who is this mystery gentleman? 
And, when we use the term 
‘gentleman,’ we're not using the 
word loosely; we really mean it, for 
Mr. Joe Frank Goodson is indeed 
that - a first-class Southern 
gentleman - a fellow from the old 
school of yore - where courtesy, 
kindness, decency, friendliness, 
responsibility and respect prevailed. 

Mr. Joe Frank is a distinguished- 
looking, slow-talking man with blue 
eves, a quick, friendly smile; and 
although he is of a reserved and 
reticent personality, he has a 
refreshing sense of humor. 

He was born January 27, 1911, 
one of six sons born to Mr. and Mrs.

He was born in Elba, but his parents 
moved to the Victoria Community 
when he was one-and-a-half years 
old. His father was a farmer and 
livestock trader. 

He said his father was ‘‘a good, 
average size man, a hard worker,"’ 
and told us his mother was ‘‘a pretty, 
black-haired lady and sort of a chuffy 
(heavy-set) lady."’ 

Three of the sons are still living, 
including Mr. Joe Frank. The other 
two are Clyde, one of a set of twins, 
who lives in Elba, and is married to 
the former Ula Farris; and James 
Wilson, who lives in Auburn and is 
married to the former Margaret 
Strickland. 

The deceased brothers are 
Clifton, the other twin, who at the 
time of his death was living in the 
Victoria) Community, and was 
married to the former Bonnie Faye 
Willis; Roy, who was living in Phenix 
City at the time of his death, and was 
married to the former Ula Goodson; 
and J.E., who died as a child at the 
age of 31%, 

When asked about life at home 
with six boys, and whether they 
fussed and fought, he laughed and 
replied, ‘‘You know all young’uns do 
that! If I said ‘no,’ you'd think I was 
telling you a story!”’ 

In describing Mr. Joe Frank 
earlier, we used the word 
“‘responsible,’’ -- this is where it 
comes in: we asked if he was 
married and he gaid he was not, and 
never had been. 

When I teasingly asked why 
some lady had never ‘‘caught’’ him, 
he said he had stayed home and

nursing home), I continued to care 
for her,"’ 

Mr. Joe Frank received his 
formal education at the old Brunson 
schoolhouse, which you old-timers 
will remember, I’m sure. He said 
the school was located about 1% 
miles from his ole home place in the 
Victoria Community. 

He has always been a farmer and 
also sawmilled. 

He tells us his favorite foods are 
‘pure, fresh vegetables and 
cornbread, coffee, tea and milk;'’ his 
favorite flower is the jasmine 
(gardenia); favorite season is spring, 
the color blue, and hobbies were 
hunting, fishing, and ‘I liked yard 
work, I kept my yards up where I 
lived -- I grew flowers, such as day 
lilies, roses. . "’ 

His favorite holiday is 
“Christmas,"’ and about Christmas 
he said, ‘‘I used to think Christmas 
would never come. You could get in 
a month of Christmases, and it would 
never come.”’ 

He said his one wish would be 
this: ‘I'd wish I could go back and 
come again and know then what I 
know now." 

Mr. Joe Frank said if he could go 
back and change something in his 
life, ‘I'd have gotten married by the 
time I was grown and nad two or 
three children and grandchildren by 
now. I would have had something to 
look forward to.’ How about that? 
Some of you youth groups at church, 
Scouts, etc., would you like to adopt 
a grandfather? Think about it! 

Or ANYONE -- You don't have to 
be a child or belong to a club. 

In Mr. Joe Frank's younger days, 
two of his passions were ‘'‘fiddle 
playing and dancing. I loved my 
fiddie playing, and I loved to dance! I 
loved square dancing, round 
dancing, two-step, and the waltz. 
We'd go around to different people's 
houses and schools and play for the 
dances."’ 

Mr. Joe Frank's church is the 
Pleasant Ridge Primitive Baptist 
Church, 

He said he had been in the 
nursing home two years this past 
December. ‘I'm working on my 
third year." 

His roommate is a cute little man 
by the name of Lee Andrew Brooks, 
with whom we're making plans to 
visit in the near future. 

About the nursing home, he 
replied in response to the question, 
“Do you like it here?’ -- ‘Yes 
ma'’m! It's the best place for me. 
They treat me mighty nice and take 
good care of me.” 

Another of Mr. Joe Frank's loves 
was traveling. He said, ‘‘When | 
caught up on the farm I'd just get 
out and get in the car and go. I used 
to make trips to Florida, Georgia -- 
wherever I ended up that's where I 
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Mr. Joe Frank Goodson 


stopped and stayed -- I enjoyed 
that."’ 

Reflecting on all the changes he 
has witnessed, television, for 
instance, he told us, ‘*Back in those 
days, in that area of our country, my 
parents had one of the first ones that 
was __ bought. I watched 
Gunsmoke" and the gospel 
singings. I enjoy that now, and the 
groups that come up here and sing."’

City School Board States New Program 


The Elba City Board of Education 
met on Tuesday night, April 8, and 
voted unanimously to implement a 
program aimed at improving all 
areas of education in the Elba City 
School system. 

The program, called the Kelwynn 
System, will be mandatory for all 
employees of the school system and 
will take approximately one year to 
complete. The employees will be 
given the program during planned 
periods throughout the school year 
and the course will not require any 
loss of classroom time. 

Supt. of Education William 
Crews told the board members he 
had attended a workshop concerning 
the program along with a number of 
other statewide administrators and 
believed the program would pay 


New Brockton City Council Grants 
3% Pay Raise To All Employees 


The New Brockton City Council 
was unanimious in approving a 3 
percent pay raise to all city 
employees recommended by Mayor 
Jim Driskel Monday night. 

The mayor advocated the raise 
immediately after giving council 
members a budget review that 
showed the city operating within the 
annual budget in every major 
category. Only some minor overages 


were shown within departments and 
included increased utilities, 
insurance which Driskel said is 
‘tearing us up’’, police supplies and 
extra help in the garbage depart- 
ment. Also in the overage category 
was $400 spent on the Senior 
Citizens program that wasn’t 
budgeted, 

With half the fiscal year gone, 
the city has collected 61 percent of

Bill Dickinson Announces 


Re-election Bid 


Congressman William L. (Bill) 
Dickinson has announced that he will 
be a candidate for re-election in 
November. Dickinson is ranking 
Republican on the House Armed 
Services Committee, and has served 
Alabama in Congress since 1965. 

Dickinson outlined his goals for 
the next Congress, stating the need 
for ‘‘a balanced budget, jobs for our 
people, protecting our farmers, and 
continued growth of Ft. Rucker, 
Maxwell and Gunter.” 

He also stressed the need for 
continued economic growth and 
progress made in recent years to 
slash the rate of inflation that had hit 
hardest at those on fixed incomes, 
and a reduction in the interest rate 
which is important for homebuliding 
and increased business investment. 

“A balanced budget is a goal | 
have fought for since coming to 
Congress,’ stated Dickinson, ‘‘and 
is vital to the long-term health of the 
economy, Balancing the budget will 
require judicious care to prevent an 
erosion in either America’s ‘defense

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the anticipated budgeted income. 
This included 100 percent of the 
licenses; and over 90 percent of the 
property and franchise taxes. 

The expenditures were nine 
percent under budget according to 
the mayor's report. This prompted 
him to recommend the pay raise 
since employees hadn't gotten one at 
all,during the current year, 

The council also approved J.L. 
Moore as a permanent employee as a 
garbage truck driver. 

Council members discussed 
plans for the new 40 x 80 Community 
Building to be used as a Sr, Citizens 
Center. It will be by the city park and 
will utilize the old bath houses now 
in place. Plans are to purchase the 
materials and use a lot of free 
volunteer help including work by city 
council members who have agreed to 
work, : 

Also under consideration is an 
existing 30 x SO block building 
offered to the city by a local citizen, 

Relocating, adding and 
discontinuing street lights got 
bogged in details and the mayor 
suggested a meeting of minds before 
any action was taken. ‘‘We will know 
which lights we are paying for and 
which ones private homeowners are 
paying for when we complete this 
project,” Driskel explained. 
According to the mayor the city 
hopes to have a_ night light 
everywhere one is needed for the 
good of the town but if it is to light 
one driveway or benefit one house, tt 
will be taken out or charged over to 
the homeowner's bill. 


In response to a complaint about 
the continued burning of trash in a 
large gully in town, it was explained 
that the city officials didn’t know 
what else to do. The fire truck wets 
down the smoldering fire several 
times a day, county crews have 
covered it with dirt and at this point 
there seem to be no answer, They 
answered with a _ resounding 
NO when asked for permission to dig 
it up and burn it out, 


Council members approved 
payment of $3,896.17 in monthly 
bills; construction of a handicapped 
access ramp to the sidewalk near the 
west end of town and heard a report 
on progress of the newly appointed 
zoning commission,

dividends in the local system. 

“We have some outstanding 
teachers in our system,'’ stated 
Crews, ‘‘but everyone can improve. 
The theme of the program is how tc 
have an effective school, and by thai 
the program means a school in whict 
all children learn, I highly 
recommend that the program be 
implemented in our school system!"’ 

The board members viewed a 
videotaped presentation dealing with 
the program and then reviewed 
numerous written matter concerning 
the actual areas to be addressed in 
the course.

The $3,000 will pay the cost of all 
materials required and is actually 
only a portion of the expense; 
however, the remaining portion of 
the costs will be covered by Troy 
State University and the State Dept. 
of Education.

Folmar To Seek Re-election 


As County District Attorney 


Joel M. Folmar, district attorney 
for the Twelfth Judician Circuit of 
Alabama since May 1, 1978, is 
seeking re-election to the post which 
serves both Coffee and Pike 
Counties. Folmar was appointed to 
the position upon the retirement of 
the late Lewey Stephens Jr, and then 
elected to his first full term in 
November of 1980, 

While serving as _ district 
attorney, Folmar has established a 
conviction rate of over 90 percent, 
and has continuously fought the 
early release of convicted criminals. 
A staunch advocate of the death 
penalty and Habitual Offender Law, 
he has fought legislation that 
intended to weaken them, and 
believes these are deterrents to 
crime. 

One of Folmar’s first goals after 
having become district attorney was 
to establish offices in Elba, Enter- 
prise and Troy, the three cities in 
which court is held in the circuit, 
Today, he has a staffed office in each 
city in an effort to better serve the 
citizens of both counties, and a staff 
member is always on call. 

Folmar's office has sponsored 
continuing education and training 
programs for law enforcement 
officers that have included seminars 
held in conjunction with Enterprise 
State Junior College and Troy State 
University, and he says his office is 
in daily contact with law enforcement 
agencies, and encourages these 
agencies to call on his office for 
assistance in major crime 
investigations. 

Folmar’s accomplishments inclue 
the implementation of a Child 
Support Enforcement Program, a 
Worthless Check Enforcement 
Program, and a Victim Witness 
Program. The Child Support 
Enforcement Program has collected 
more than $1.3 million, money 
Folmar said would otherwise have 
come from taxpayers, 

During the first vear of the 
Worthless Check Program, Folmar's 
office collected more than $179,000 


for the citizens and merchants of 
Coffee and Pike Counties, and 
Folmar was the first rural district 
attorney to implement such a 
program which served as a model for 
other counties. 

Under the Victim Witness 
Program, he has been able to obtain 
restitution for victims of crime. 
Folmar says that victim's rights are 
long overdue and he intends to 
continue his fight for the victim. 

Folmar is a native of Troy and is 
married to the former Annie Jim 
Dorman of Elba. He graduated from 
Troy High School, attended college 
and completed his undergraduate 
studies at Troy State University, He 
then obtained his Juris Doctorate 
degree from Cumberland School of 
Law, Samford University. Prior to 
serving as district attorney, he was 
engaged in the private practice of 
law, served as Judge of County 
Court of Pike County, and was a 
member of the House of Repre- 
sentatives in the Alabama 
legislature 

The Folmars are the parents of 
three children and one grandchild, 
and are members of the First United 
Methodist Church of Troy

testing period. Students in grades 
3-6-9 were reported to be taking a 
competency test, while other 
students were being administered 
the Stanford Achievement Test. 

The appointment of local 
teachers to a ‘‘Textbook Committee" 
was discussed and the board agreed 
to appoint Patricia Clark, Linda 
Berry, Beth Dubose and Jean Helms 
to the committee for the 1987 school 
year. Teachers serve one-year terms 
on the committee and appointments 
are rotated to allow for a_ better 
understanding of the subject matter 
involved. Teachers selected for next 
year’s committee will study Social 
Studies books for use in the local 
school. 

The resignation of assistant 
football and basketball coach Bill 
Rayborn was read to the board and 
accepted. The board stated that 
Rayborn would continue to teach 
physical education at the Middle 
School, but would be relieved of all 
coaching responsibilities as 
requested. 

Rayborn’s assistant coaching slot 
may not be filled, according to Supt. 
Crews, due to no expected openings 
in the faculties of any of the city 
schools, 

Crews reported the House of 
Representatives had approved a 
budget which was $13.8 million more 
than the budget submitted by Gov. 
Wallace, and that the substitute 
education budget included additional 
funding for first-grade teaching 
units and a five percent pay raise for 
teachers. Gov. Wallace has 
threatened publicly to veto any pay 
raise, prompting the board members 
to take a ‘wait and see”’ attitude. 

Last weekend's math and science 

ournament was deemed a ‘‘huge’”’ 
success by the superintendent, who 
also expressed appreciation to the 
numerous businesses and clubs who 
donated money to allow the winning 
students to attend the Space Camp in 
Huntsville. 

Rusty Bedsole and John Jacobs 
were selected to attend the camp 
after scoring higher than the 
students from grades 3 - 6 who took 
the exam Saturday. 

Overall winnevs in each grade 
included; Dawn Grimes - 3rd grade; 
David Nunn - 4th grade; Joey 
Bozeman - Sth grade; Michael 
McFadden - 6th grade; Rusty 
Bedsole - 7th grade, and Chad Tindol 
- &th grade. 

The three principals and assist- 
ant principal were given a small pay 
increase at the meeting when the 
board agreed to place all four 
administrators on a salary based on 
an additional month's salary. 

Board members stated they felt 
all four administrators were doing an 
“outstanding job"’ and pledged to 
take a close look at giving all four a 
pay raise prior to the coming year. 

“We've got some excellent 
principals in our system,"' said board 
chairman Butch Ogegs, ‘‘and we've 
got to make their salaries com- 
petitive with those at other schools, 
or another school system will come in 
here and steal 'em.”"’ 

The upcoming youth baseball and 
softball league seasons caused a 
renewal of an earlier concern about 
the number of games played during 
the week, 

The school board was unanimous 
in the opinion that two games during 
the school week was too many, and 
suggested an alternative would be to 
play games on Fridays and 
Saturdays. Such a schedule would 
allow each team to play one school 
night and one non-school night until 
the completion of the school year. 

Board members urged Supt. 
Crews to meet with city officials prior 
to the beginning of the seasons to 
express the concern that the present 
schedule causes a drop in grades for 
those involved,
